Burial Place of ne Woman Found 





Attorney, When Told of Dis- 
covery, and When Ques- 
‘tioned Regarding Other 
Mysterious Deaths and 
Disappearances, Merely 
Replies That He Has 
Nothing to Say.

NEW YORK, Sept. 7.—With the arri- 
val of District Attorney Rogers of Or- 
ange County, N. Y., in this city, this 
afternoon, to confer with Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Wasservogle of District 
Attorney Whitman's staff, it was made 
known that detectives had discovered 
that Mrs. Rosa Szabo, the Austrian 
woman who was mysteriously drowned 
while boating with her lawyer, Burton 
W. Gibson, was buried in the New York 
Cemetery at Hackensack, N. J., under 
the name of Rosa Ritter, and that Gib- 
s0n managed the burial, and affixed 
the name Ritter to the burial certificate 
and paid for the burial plot. 

When he was informed that Mrs. 
Bzabo's body had been located in New 
Jersey, Gibson said: ‘I haven’t a word 
to say.” 

“The Austrian vice-consul knows about 
it.” was suggested. ‘That's interest- 
ing,”’ he commented, “but I haven't a 
word to say—not a word.” 

After repeating his unalterable resolve 
Against speech he continued: 

“Let them go as far as they like—as 
far as they like (he said this very slow- 
lv}. In good and proper time I will 
have my little say in court.” 

‘Will you produces the mother?” 

‘Certainly I will pro@uce her, all in 
good time.”’ 

Gibson was then asked about the 
stories printed today regarding five 
tragedies among his clientele.

Lawyer Kremer said that the Austrian 
Consulate is considering laying the 
whole Gibson case before the police of 
New York.

Kifinan’s murder, Gibson was held, by 
the request of the Coroner's jury, in 
July, 1998, but later was discharged when 
he procured a habeas corpus writ.

All these facts and many more were 
adduced before Supreme’ Court Justice 
Davis at the trial of the action brought 
by Malcolm and the other relatives of 
Mrs. Stenton to recover the property 
from Gibson. Mrs. Stenton died, how- 
ever, before Justice Davis could enter 
a decision and the case was decided a 
mistrial. 
Because of her death, no one but 
Mrs. Stenton’s executor or adminis- 
trator could renew the proceeding 
against Gibson. When Malcolm ap- 
plied for letters of administration for 
this purpose, Gibson appeared in the 
Surrogate’s office with a document 
purporting to be a copy of a lost will 
of Mrs. Stenton, executed in 1904, two 
years before the Kinnan murder, and 
leaving everything to Mrs. Kinnan. 
The will had been drawn by Gibson 
and witnessed by him and his wife, 
and in view of the legacy to Mrs. Kin- 
nan, it contained an extraordinary 
clause, making “T. Percy McElroy, 
our dear friend,” residuary legatee.

frauding Mrs. Stenton. 

Mrs. Gibson testified that she had 
written the copy of the will afte 
seeing the original in a tin box in 
Mrs. Stenton’s home, after the murder 
of Mrs. Kinnan. Gibson testified 
similarly and tried to adduce testi- 
mony to the effect that he had spoken 
to other persons of the existence of 
this will. 

Police Capt. Price, who had charge 
of the Kinnan case, said he had taken 
possession of: the tin box, had gone 
over its contents thoroughly, and had 
found. no will in. it. 

Surrogate Thomas, in a scathing de- 
cision, threw the supposed will out of 
court, saying it was a fraud. Malcolm 
then obtained the letters of adminis- 
tration of Mrs.. Stenton’s estate, and 
prepared to sue Gibson again. Mats- 
colm was wealthy and could afford to 
prosecute the costly litigation. That 
was in March, 1910. 

On Oct. 8, 1910, Malcolm’s body was 
found in Long Island Sound off Fort 
Schuyler, without anything to indicate 
how he had come to his death. He 
had vanished four days before, after 
dining at Quarantine with Dr. Doty. 
He had spoken about taking a trip to 
Boston, and it was supposed that he 
had killed himself by jumping from a 
Fall River boat. A man was found 
who said he had seen a man jump or 
tumble off the Priscilla, and Malcolm's 
death, though a mystery to his friends, 
who knew of no reason why he shoula 
kill himself, was marked as a 
suicide, 

Chief Opponent Dead. 

Malcolm’s death removed the most 
active agency in the litigation against 
Gibson, and since then nothing has 
been done in the case. E. M. Davis, 
who was a witness in the suit 
against Gibson, which fell through, 
has been in conference with = Mr. 
Kremer concerning. all the aspects of 
the case and has told the Austro- 
Hungarian consul what he knows. of 
Malcolm’s mysterious death.

Gibson 
drew the money. Before doing’ so, Mrs. 
Dickinson testified,. he warned her not 
to hang crepe on her. door, but she did 
not follow his suggestion. 


Mrs. Dickinson testified Gibson cam: 
to her two days later with $100 and a 
paper which she signed, believing it to 
be a receipt for that sum. He told her 
he could get only $200 in settlement, be- 
causs she had let the company’s people 
know her husband was dead by putting 
the crepe on the door. Later she learned 
that he had got $5,500 and she sued’ for 
the amount. Gibson had been employed 
on a contingent fee, by which he was 
to get half of anything recovered from 
the gas company. 

On the trial of: her suit Gibson pro- 
duced a paper signed.by Mrs. Dickinson 
two days after Minnicks’ death. It was 
a receipt for $2675, half the amount re- 
covered, less costs.. Mrs. Dickinson as- 
serted she had, never known the paper 
was for any such amount. She tried to 
show that she had got only .$100, but 
the referee found for Gibson on the evi- 
denc:.

Consul Invokes the Police. 

(¥Neill’s relatives in Ireland and here 
are convinced he was the victim of foul 
play and the British Consul has been In 
correspondence with the Police Depart- 
ment since last March in an effort to 
find out something about O'Neill's disap- 
pearance. Second Commissioner Dough- 
erty had talks with Gibson in Police 
Headquarters. 

The disappearance of O'Neill seems to 
stand out as the most curious mystery 
of the Gibson clients. O’Nelill left Ire- 
land four years ago, and got a job* here 
with the Union Railway Co. Feb. 3, 1910, 


and had to be amputated. The railroad 
company paid him. $10,000. In the fall 
of 1910, having procured an artificial 
leg, he went back to his home in Mul- 
lingar, Ireland, where his widowed 
mother and brothers and sisters wel- 
comed him. . 

A letter on file in the British Consul- 
General's office, written by James Dun- 
levy. a solicitor of Donegal, Ireland, in 
March, shows that O'Neill, anxious to 
settle down in business, had bought 
for $2675 a small holding, with a tavern 
icense. He paid $250 down, Dunlevy 
acting as his lawyer. He was ready 
te pay the rest when a letter from 
America made him decide to return for 
a trip to wind up affairs here.

Gibson said O'Neill had been to see him 
and hgd received frum him a payment 
o: $5000 on a mortgage held by O'Neill 
on property Gibson owned and another 
sum of $800, part of another mortgage. 
The $500 had heen turned over to 
Gibson by O'Neill for safekeeping, the 
lawyer said, and had reposed in Gtb- 
son's ete. for one neg Be mtg bse, Deen: 
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C’Nelll had then got the $800 and had 
eft the office and never returned to 
claim $200 still owing to him.

Woman Under Gibson's Spell.

The first initiated tax amendment provides for 


Tax Commission of three which is to take the 
place of the present State Board of Equalization 
and is to be invested with the duty of seeing 
that the tax laws are enforced and of supervis- 
ing the general tax system. 

Views as to the wisdom of the first amend- 
ment should not be permitted to prejudice judg- 
ment as to the second, A central authority in 
tax matters has been repeatedly recommended 
by experts who have investigated the deplorable 
Missouri situation. A permanent State tax 
board with the powers it is proposed to confer 
by Amendment No. 2 has been the agency of re- 
lief in many other states with a tax system fully 
as chaotic and unjust and iniquitolis as Mis- 
souri’s is now. ce @ 

Twice within nine years special commissions 
have investigated this State’s revenue system and 
remedial legislation recommended by each has 
failed of adoption because “its provisions were 
not understood by many of the voters.” Is a 
proposal as to whose merits there should be no 
dispute to fail this year for the same reason?

Amendment No. 2, whose adoption will be all 
the more desirable in the event that No. 1 is 
rejected.

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ZEPPELINS AT LAST SUCCESSFUL. 

It is not to be denied that Americans interested 
in aeronautics have been ie bt the prac- 
ticability of the Zeppelin . i. wreck of 
seven of these monsters seemed to prove that 
Count Zeppelin was on the wronk tack. Vanni- 
man’s fate strengthened this opinion. 

But the Count has never been discouraged by 
accidents. All the mishaps were traced to mis- 
handling or carelessness, not to defects in con- 
struction. At the present time, the German dirigi- 
ble is -practically the only successful airship 
using gas, and the performances of some of the 
creations of the Zeppelin company are truly re- 
markable. | 
On the commercial side, the German dirigible 
is a success. Last year, says T. R. MacMechen, in 
Everybody’s Magazine, the Schwaben, one of the 
Zeppelins, made 1265 trips, carrying a total of 2846 
passengers. It earned for the company $83,000 
after paying all expenses. In five months it 
earned the entire cost of the Zeppelin company’s 
operation for 12 months, including the financial 
loss caused by the wreck of the Deutschland. 
The Schwaben, like some other dirigibles, was 
wrecked while lying at anchor near its shed. 
Since then, improvements in anchoring have been 
made that will obviate such accidents. 

But it is as warships that the Zeppelins are 
most formidable: Built with steel trusswork, coy- 
ered with sheet aluminum, the body of the ship is 
85> rigid and strong that guns and ammunition 
weighing two or more tons can be mounted on 
top, In addition to what is carried in the long 
galleries beneath the hull. They are flying for- 
tresses. The gunner, with his heavy weapons, 
sights and fires as if from a mountain side. The 
aim, it ie said, is absolute. No ammunition is 
wasted, and every shot fired downwards has the 
ald of gravity in increasing ite momentum. A 
half-pound shot fired down at a slant of not less 
than 45 degrees, from an altitude of a mile, pene- 
trates two inches of steel easily. A recent official 
report shows that the heavier guns of these air- 
ships, fired from « height of a mile and a half, 
attain such accuracy and momentum that they

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REAL WATERWAY PROBLEM. 
From the Christian Science Monitor. 

Thirty-five years ago the levee at St. Louts, 
Mo., was lined for a distance of two miles with 
steamboats. There were boats for the lower Mis- 
sissippi, boats for the upper Mississippi, boats for 
the Missouri, boats that rounded Cairo and ran 
up the Ohio, boats that navigated all of the larger 
tributary streams and that found their way 
through lagoons and bayous to plantation villages, 
Some of them were stern-wheelers, some were of 
the light-draft order that plied the upper Mis- 
sourl and brought quartz for the smelters from 
Montana, some were ordinary freight boats that 
stopped wherever hailed; some were magnificent 
floating palaces, like the Netchez, the Robert 5. 
Lee, the Katie or the Great Republic, any one of 
which might bear to the busy levee of New Or- 
leans a cargo that represented a large fortune. It 
was one of the problems forced upon Capt. James 
B. Eads, engineer of the St: Louis steel bridge, 
that he should make the spans high enough to ad- 
mit the passage beneath them of the gteat steam- 
ers then in the river trade and of the great ones 
to come, 

Today river trade is negligible, has practically 
vanished. The railroad has supplanted the steam- 
boat line. In the meantime, the business of steam- 
boating on German rivers and canals has pro- 
Gressed by leaps and bounds. The Rhine is one 
of the busiest waterways in the world. Its steam- 
boats carry an immense volume of freight expe- 
Gitiously and cheaply. The boats go and come, 
are received and dispatched, are operated in gen- 
eral, with an alert regard for the needs and ex- 
actions of the times, And, marvelous to relate, a 
large part of the machinery employed in loading 
and unloading German steamboats is made in 
America, : 

The moral is that the breaking down and con- 
tinued stagnation in Western river commerce are 
due not so much to lack of business as to lack of 
g90d business methods. ‘Deepening the rivers, ex- 
tending their courses, providing them with new 
outlets, even equipping them with boats, will do 
little good if the system of river transportation 
management is not raised in efficiency to the 
point where successful competition with the rail- 
roads is made possible,

STUDY OF BROKEN RAILS, 
From the Railway Age Gazette. 

An analysis of reports of 229 broken rails on a 
certain trunk line, where the fracture was com- 
plete, showed that 182 of these were on the high 
speed passenger tracks and 47 on the low speed 
freight tracks, showing that speed is a very im- 
portant element. Of these 229 rails, 49 were on 
the right hand side of the track and 180 on the 
left hand sidé. This is a condition that has been 
noted before, but for which no Satisfactory ex- 
planation has been found. Sixty were on curved 
track and 169 on straight track. It would seem 
that rail breakages on curves would be greater 
than on tangent, but this does not seem to be the 
case. There were 184 of 100-pound Section of 
comparatively recent manufacture, and 45 of 80- 
pound section of greater age. As to the cause of 
these breakages, from the best information ob- 
tainable, 17 were due to defective equipment, 149 
were due to flaws and 63 to unknown causes,

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VERMONT RESULT HAILED AS — CARTOON EDITORIALS ON CURRENT EVENTS 
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- A GOOD DEMOCRATIC OMEN | 
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Democrats Are Jubilant, and Regular Republicans Are Gloomy, Over the 
Green Mountain State’s Election, Which, tor 50 Years, Has Been Ac- 
cepted as a Barometer of the Nation’s Temper Though It Always 
Chooses a Republican Governor—Roosevelt Vote Complicates the 
Situation, Though the Conclusions Are All Favorable to Wilson. 
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sult of the Vermont State election, always held two months before the national con- 
test is decided is awaited throughout the country with an eagerness scarcely less 
than that with which the November returns are watched. 

That little State always elects a Republican Governor, for Democrats are mighty 
scarce there, but there ix a tradition that when the Republican maiority falls below 25,000, 
this indicates great Republican dissatisfaction and foretells certain defeat for that party. 
This tradition is founded upon the demonstrated fact that the opinion of the dwellers 
along Lake Champlair is likely to be the same as that held by the residents of the rural 
districts of New York ordinarily Republican, but fluctuating greatly in times of discon- 
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tent. 
The voting in Vermont last Tuesday, therefore, is accepted by the public everywhere 


as an indication of November prospects. Newspapers with Democratic leanings hail it as 
a certain omen of Democratic victory. Republican papers admit that there is nothing in it 
to encourage them. A Republican Governor—Allen M. Fletcher, this time—is assured as 
usual, but, as the laws of that State provide for a majority election, the Legislature must 
decide the contest. This is due to the fact that the- Roosevelt followers had a State ticke 
in the field. It ran a poor third, but it drew enough Republicans from the regular standard 
to deprive the dominant party of its usual top-heavy majority. The result on the first un- 
official count was as follows: Fletcher (Reg. Rep.), 26,259; Howe (Dem.), 20,350; Metz- 
ger (Prog.), 15.800. It will be seen that, adding the Republican and Progressive votes, 
there was polled a total of 42,000 by those with Republican leanings. This gives a ma- 
jority of only 22,000 over the Democrats, or 3000 ufider the Republican deadline. - 

The Maine election, also considered a strong indicator, will be held this week. The 
Democrats carried the State two years ago and there is good ground for believing they will 
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hold control of it.
